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BISHOP LINUS PARKER. 

The Methodist Episcopal Church, South, mourns the death of 
another of her beloved chief pastors. Bishop Linus Parker was born 
in Vienna, Oneida County, New York, on the 23d day of April, 1829, 
and died on the 5th of March, 1885, at his unpretentious home in 
the city of New Orleans. 

He received his first religious impressions when only six or seven 
years of age, and in his eleventh year entered into the glorious realm 
of conscious freedom from the guilt and condemnation of sin. His 
religion was infinitely more than a creed: it was a life, grand, 
glorious and sublime. Christ was enthroned in his heart, and he 
Qpuld say, “I live, yet not I, but Christ liveth in me.” If, like 
Timothy, he was religious from infancy, he was also like John — a 
disciple of love. He was possessed of indomitable energy and perse- 
verance, and by his own unaided efforts attained unto creditable 
scholarship. A happy combination of intellectual and spritual 
powers made him a prince in our Israel. Though a logician, yet he 
essayed not the role of the controversialist. His only controversy was 
with sin. His life was both a demonstration and defence ofthe truth. 
His mental conformation was such that he readily embraced the 
distinctive doctrine of Methodism, but the majestic sweep of his 
love was all-comprehensive. 

Bishop Parker was an able expounder of the gospel, and a master 
of assemblies. His rare qualities of mind and heart, resulting from 
his pupilage in the school of Christ, made him successful in winning 
souls wherever he went, and through his instrumentality many will 
shine as the stars forever and ever. 

As a writer, he was known far beyond our connectional bounds. 
Whilst editing the New Orleans Christian Advocate, he achieved a 
reputation for purity of style and catholicity of spirit, which will 
serve as his monument, and which is worthy of unstinted praise. 

At the General Conference of 1882, he w T as elevated to the episco- 
pal office, and from that time until his death, he was conservative in 
administration and unwearied in labors. He sought not the high 
office, preferring the retirement of his editorial rooms, but he recog- 
nized in his election the call of God, through the instrumentality of the 
Church, and with a sublime reliance upon the power of the Invisible, 
he entered upon the duties of his office. He was present and presided 
at the last session of our Conference, and won all hearts by his 
unaffected Christian bearing, both in public and in private. The 
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Florida Conference will ever consider itself honored and blessed by 
his episcopal visitation. 

The life of our beloved Bishop was short, but it was full, rounded, 
and complete. He fought a good fight, finished his course, kept the 
faith, and has been received into the heavenly habitations, Let us 
follow him as he also followed Christ. E. H. Harman. 



REV. WILLIAM DAVIES. 

The Rev. William Davies was born in Milledgeville, Georgia, in 
the year 1829, and died at his home in Sumter county, Florida, in the 
month of April, 1885. 

The spirit of the Lord found him devoted to pleasure and stained 
with the sinful indulgences common to young men. His repentance 
was intensely painful and prolonged; his conversion was joyful and 
bright. From the moment the light of God shone in his heart the 
w ord of the Lord became the law of his life, and His service the de- 
light of his soul. 

Not long after his conversion the divine call to preach came to 
him. Willing and obedient, as soon as he felt the annointing oil 
poured on him he gave himself up to the work of the ministry. He 
was admitted into the Georgia Conference in 1854, and the following 
year transferred to the Florida Conference. He did faithful service 
to the Church as a member of that body thirty-one consecutive years. 
Under the most favorable circumstances the life of an itinerant preach- 
er is not one of effeminacy and self-indulgence. We all have need of 
courage, resolution, patience and fortitude. But some of us have harder 
and rougher fare than others. It fell to our brother’s lot to endure work 
hardness. With a wife in delicate health and often ill, and a large 
family of children, he served weak, large and laborious circuits and 
missions, and that kind only. Oppressed with poverty, harrassed 
with anxiety, and obliged to labor with his own hands and divide his 
time and thoughts between care for hi.*> family and for the interest of 
the Church committed to his charge, it required all his strong faith 
and supreme devotion to the cause of Christ to suffer patiently and 
serve faithfully. 

Brother Davies was a man of one work. He was an itinerant 
preacher doing the work of the Lord ; and he preferred to suffer afflic- 
tion in that work rather than enjoy wealth and ease in any other 
calling. If he toiled with plow and hoe till his hands were horny it 
was that he might plow the Master’s field and sow the seed of the 
kingdom. 

Our brother was a man of strong convictions, profoundly consci- 
entious and utterly fearless. He did not hesitate to reprove sharply, 
but he was always ready to give counsel, advice aud comfort. He 
was an earnest preacher of practical truths, and his sermons were con- 
vincing, instructive and edifying. He spent much time in prayer, 
and walked humbly before God, resting on His promises and living in 
the light. 
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A brother of our Conference called to see him a few days before his 
death and said to him, “Brother Davies, do you know me?" With a 
smile he answered, “Yes; I want you to pray for me.” “Shall I,” said 
the brother, “pray for your restoration ?” “No said the dying saint, 
“pray that God’s will may be done.” The brother inquired “if it was 
all well with him.” With tremulous voice he answered, “Yes, all 
is well!” A short time afterward the faithful preacher realized amid 
the raptures of heaven that it was well with him.

REV. ROBERT MARTIN. 

The Rev. Robert Martin was born in Lawrence county, Alabama, 
October 2, 1848, and died in Key West, Floiida, November 14, 1885, in 
the 37th year of his age. 

He joined the Methodist Church and gave his heart to God at the 
age of about sixteen years. When satisfied that the Holy Ghost had 
separated him to the work of the ministry, he determined at once to 
devote himself to that sacred calling. In 1873 he was employed on 
Liberty Circuit as a supply, and after serving that work one year, was 
admitted on trial into the Florida Conference, January, 1874, and was 
sent to Crawfordville Circuit, where he remained two years ; the two fol- 
lowing years he was on Ft. Myers Circuit; he was then returned to 
Crawfordville Circuit, where he labored two years. His next circuit 
was Gadsden. After finishing a three years’ term on that work . 
he was appointed to the First Charge in Key West, and after 
laboring there with great faithfulness and signal success for nearly 
three years, he ceased at once to work and to live. 

Brother Martin did efficient service in all the fields of labor to 
which he was assigned, and every charge he served would have been 
glad to hear he was their preacher again. But the best work of his 
ministerial life was done at Key West. There he found a field that 
demanded and developed all the power lodged in his sound judgment, 
resolute will and untiring energy. The church was in a bad condi- 
tion ; the low stone walls supported a temporary roof of boards that 
admitted the rain freely, rendering the building unfit for use during 
bad weather, and unhealthy at all times. That state of things had 
lasted so long that the members of the Church were depressed almost 
to hopelessness ; while the community outside blamed and ridiculed, 
instead of sympathizing and helping. Nothing daunted, brother Mar- 
tin determined to make the building comfortable and to finish it, by 
the help of God. He went to work at once and worked with a will. 
The people, stimulated by his cheerful confidence, took heart again. 
He planned wisely and carried his judicious plans into execution with 
much prayer, vigorous effort and ceaseless perseverance. He pro- 
cured subscriptions, collected the money, employed workmen, super- 
intended them and helped them with his own hands. After having 
brought the building as near completion as the money he had raised 
permitted, he devised a scheme for finishing it the present year. He 
mentioned his plan to me only a few days before he was taken with 
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fatal sickness, and I well remember the cheery tone of his voice, and 
how his face glowed with joy at his prospective success. Death dis- 
appointed his cherished expectation, but that strong, massive, capa- 
cious building gtands an enduring monument of his faith, zeal and 
energy. 

While brother Martin worked with unwearied industry on the. 
Church, he attended with equal fidelity to all the interests of his 
charge. He was especially attentive to the sick and afflicted, carry- 
ing with him the comfort and consolation contained in the precious 
promises. 

Brother Martin’s character was composed of noble qualities. Na- 
ture dealt out to him with an affluent hand many of her charming gifts 
and the transforming influence of the Holy Spirit brought them out in 
all the fullness of their power, loveliness and beauty. His disposition 
was buoyant, genial and generous; his temper mild and amiable. 
He was candid and courteous, strong and tender, self-reliant and un- 
assuming. He professed sanctification several years before his death, 
and his abounding joy, burning zeal and holy life recommended the 
grace and enforced the duty of its attainment. He delighted to pre- 
sent that condition of purity, peace and power as the privilege of every 
child of God, and to persuade them to claim it by simple faith. He 
was honest when he laid his all on the altar. The consecration was 
complete, final and forever. The will of the Lord was his will; the 
work of the Lord was his work, and he rejoiced in nothing save in 
that. The sentiment of his life was: 

“The solemn shadow of His cross 
Is better than the sun.” 

Death came unexpectedly to our dear brother. He used so often 
to say he believed there were thirty years of good service for the Lord 
between him and the grave. But when the fatal sickness with its 
gush of red blood came, it found him ready and sweetly submissive. 
When he believed he was dying he calmly committed his wife and 
children to the Lord; then taking the hand of a young lady who was 
standing at his bedside, he besought her to promise him to give her 
heart to God. Looking at me earnestly, he said : “When you go up to 
Conference tell the brethren for me, to preach Jesus, and him only.” 

He waited at the river the two following weeks, trustful and tran- 
quil; then his pure spirit crossed over and joined the saints in white 
garments.

REV. WILLIAM WILLIAMS. 

Death has again invaded our Conference, and removed from our 
ranks one whom we all delighted to honor for his unaffected sim- 
plicity and sterling Christian character. Brother William Williams 
was born in Madison county, Florida, about 50 years ago, of religious 
parents, of the Methodistic type, and was converted to God at a very 
tender age. He entered the itinerant ministry at the age of 
19, and with the exception of two years, remained continuously in 
the active work until his death. 

Our departed brother was deeply spiritual, and was always 
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ready to give a reason for the faith that was in him. The beams of 
the Sun of Righteousness nestled in his heart, and he rejoiced in a 
present salvation from sin. He knew nothing of the philosophy of 
the schools, but understood full well the sublime philosophy of the 
Cross, and could say with St. Paul, “I know whom I have believed, 
and am persuaded that he is able to keep that which I have com- 
mitted unto him, against that day.” He made no profession of 
extraordinary spiritual attainments, but those with whom he came in 
contact knew that his life was hid with Christ in God. The atmos- 
phere around him seemed surcharged with the influences of a super- 
natural power. He had no great intellectual riches to bestow, but he 
gave to the world the sweet and abiding savor of a godly life. His 
deep spirituality was largely the result of suffering. For many years 
God kept him in the school of sorrow: in truth, he seemed to be 
wedded to calamity; but he recognized the authority and wisdom of 
his Divine Teacher, and studied his lesson out in agony and in love. 

Having lived well, his death was triumphant. On account of ill 
health, he was forced to relinquish his work shortly after the adjourn- 
ment of our last Conference, and gradually declined until his death? 
which occurred a few weeks ago. Conscious to the last, his only 
prayer was, “Thy will be done;” and conquering death, he went forth, 
a redeemed soul, into the glorious presence of his Lord.

SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD.

The Church is 
its Mother, and must lead it by the hand tenderly, faithfully, joyfully 
to herself, to her Lord, to her heavenly home. Moral and religious 
culture is far more important than intellectual. The former is the 
primary and imperious demands of the true interests of the State ; but 
what are these interests when compared w^th those of the Kingdom of 
Christ? If the State and the Church cannot have both, by all means 
they must have the former. The latter alone were a calamity to any 
people, and the filial downfall of any republic, and the wail of an 
eternal doom to immortal souls. We must remember, however, that 
the Church is the true mother of all education, intellectual as well as 
religious — it is her normal function; and woe to the people, to the 
government and to the Church, which dares to separate them. 

Truly “the hearts of the fathers are turning, turning like the tidal 
waves of the sea to their children,” and the universal Sunday School 
movement is hastening the time when “all shall know the Lord from 
the least to the greatest.” 

Resolved 1st — That we will persist in our efforts to advance the 
Sunday School interests of the Church, by preaching to the youth of 
the Church, by stimulating the older to a greater interest therein, by 
endeavoring to lead into the Sunday Schools and to Christ all the 
children within our reach, by organizing more schools, little or large, 
in unsupplied fields, even according to the letter and spirit of our 
discipline. 
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2nd — That we heartily endorse our Sunday School literature and 
that we will urge it, including libraries of good books, upon all our 
Sunday Schools.

(Amendment) 3rd — That the last Sunday in April be set apart as 
Children’s Day in our Conference for special services for the young. 



TEMPERANCE. 

Time, observation, and the history of our country establish the 
fact that the manufacture, sale and use of ardent spirits constitute the 
crying evil of our age. The consumption of spirituous liquors is the 
most fruitful source of crime, filling our jails with criminals and our 
court houses with expensive litigation, which must be borne by the 
honest tax-payers of our country, adding largely to our pauper list, 
and being destructive to the educational interests of our people, thus 
entailing upon us the evils of ignorance, vice and immorality. We 
rejoice that our people are awakening on this important subject, as is 
evidenced by organizations in various parts of the State to resist the 
encroachments of the evil. But in view of the fact that this evil is 
sought to be perpetuated by a combination of inebriate and bad men, 
with the free use of money and led and controlled by the devil, we 
can but urge vigilance and untiring and united effort On the part of all 
good people to oppose it in every way until the blighting curse shall be 
driven forever from our “sunny land.” 

Whereas, The mission of the Church in the world is to wage an 
uncompromising warfare against evil of all kinds, everywhere and at 
all times; and whereas, the Great Head of the Church has uttered in 
tones of thunder an emphatic “Thou shalt not” against all evil, we, 
as the servants of God, can not , dare not lower the standard. We 
must keep it where He in His word has placed it. Therefore be it 

Resolved , 1. That as true men and Christians we fix our eye on en- 
tire prohibition as the goal of our hopes and our efforts in temper- 
ance work, and that while we seize upon each and every possible 
measure that promises any advance toward this desired end — whether 
it be organizing temperance societies, lecturing or writing tor the 
press, working for local option, or any other temperance measure at 
any time before us as a people — we will stop nothing short of entire 
prohibition of all intoxicating liquors. 

2. That we array ourselves as Christian men and ministers against 
the manufacture and sale of domestic wine, so-called, knowing that a 
man can go to hell as surely by the use of these as by the use of Bour* 
bon whisky. 

3 That we will pray for the downfall of King Alcohol; that we 
will back onr prayers by our influence, our efforts , our pens, our 
pocket-books and our ballots till God shall crown our efforts with sue 
cess and free our land and country from the curse — the burning, 
blighting curse of rum.

We have 220 Schools with a membership of 9860 officers, teachers 
and scholars. In eighteen of these, according to Report of the Treas- 
urer of the Woman’s Missionary Society. (See Report.) There are 
“Orange Blossoms” Societies, six of which, however are in the list 
below — marked with a (*). These have contributed $208.10 to the 
funds of the W. M. Society. The eighteen in which Sunday-School 
Missionary Societies are formed have contributed $562.02. Thus thirty 
of 220 Schools are engaged in the Missionary Work, and but a tithe of 
the children being trained for the coming conflict in which the issue 
shall be the Conquest of the World for the Redeemer’s Kingdom.

We have had supervision of and extended aid to the following 
Missions: 

St. Augustine— Rev. L. W. Moore, P. C., reports 4 Appoint- 
ments; 2 Churches; 81 members; 18 accessions ; 3 S. Schools, with 113 
pupils, officers and teachers. Paid P. C., $136, P. E., $30. The Mis- 
sion has improved. We recommend its continuance. 

Tavares — Rev. R. O. Wier, Pastor, reports 4 appointments; 1 
Church, built present year; 51 members; 17 accessions; 1 S. School, 
with 25 pupils and teachers. About two-thirds of the Conference 
collections were paid, aggregating $20.75. Paid P. C. $135 and P. E. 
$14.70. 

Indian River — Rev. S. B. Black, P. C., reports membership of 
34; accessions 4; collections all in full; paid P. C. $217; average 
amount paid per member $8.00; raised for all purposes $270.10. 

KissixMMEE— Rev. T. M. White, P. C. This mission embraces the 
growing town of Kissimmee, on the South Florida Railroad, and two 
other points. Number of members 79; accessions 13; S. Schools 2; 
officers, teachers and pupils 79. All the Conference claims in excess. 
Paid P. C. and P. E. $395. 

Panasoffkee Mission— Served by Rev. R. Mountain. Has 4 
organized societies ; 152 members ; 2 S. Schools with 60 teachers and 
pupils: 3 Churches valued at $900; paid P. C. $185 and P. E. $14. 

Lake City — R ev. R. L. Honiker, P. C., reports 25 members, 25 
per cent, being additions of the present year; the S. S. has 75 pupils 
and 8 officers and teachers; raised for building $1,111.00; paid P. C. 
and P. E. $275. 
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Crawfordville and Carabelle Mission— Was served by Rev. 
W. J, Gray. Has 236 members; number of accessions 11; 8. Schools 
7, with 162 in attendance; Churches 3, valued at $1,050; paid P. C. and 
P. E. $225. About one-half of collections raised. 

Palatka Mission — Rev. Jno. B.- Ley, Pastor, reports the work 
prospering. Membership increased 25 per cent; financial strength 33 
per cent ; collections all in excess ; new church under way to cost 
$3,500. The field is important but the membership small. In a few 
years it will be self-sustaining. 

Green Cove and Mandarin— Rev. T. W. Moore, P. C., reports 
4 congregations, 95 members ; 4 8. Schools with 152 in attendance ; 19 
accessions. The Mission paid all its assessments. Paid P. C. and P. 
E. $300. 

Midway Mission — Served by Rev. Rob’t Stork. Has 64 mem- 
bers, 29 added present year ; number of S. Schools 1 with 25 in attend- 
ance; Parsonage valued at $600.00; paid pastors $315.75; about 45 per 
cent, of collections raised ; number of organized societies 3. 

LaVilla and Brooklyn — Rev. H. B. Somelian, P. C., reports 
the Mission in good condition. Net increase 9; Baptisms 13; 1 Church 
valued at $2,500.00; collections all in full. 

Caloosahatchee — Geo. J. Kennelly, P. C., reports increase 7 ; 
Baptisms 3 ; S. Schools 2 with 42 Pupils ; paid P. C. $126 and P. E. $17 ; 
about 75 per cent, of collections paid. This field is important.

. ; • REPORTS. 

The accuracy of our statistics depends first upon accurate, 
full and legible reports from every charge. Every year, in ab- 
sence of reports from one or more charges, the Statistical Secre- 
tary has to glean items from the Minutes of the previous year. 
The law makes it the duty of the Presiding Elder “to procure 
at the Fourth Quarterly Conference full statistics in case the 
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preacher in charge fails to report.'' If this was done we would 
always have a report (if not full) from every charge. The 
preachers should fill out every item ; some, for instance, leave 
assessments blank, when that is the most certain column in all 
the report. Let there be care to have the amounts reported 
tally with the amounts paid in; for the Secretary always has to 
correct his report by the reports of the different Treasurers. 

Finally, let the reports be in on the first day , morning ses- 
sion. The compiling and summing up of the statistics from 
ninety charges is no small matter, and delay makes haste, and 
haste endangers accuracy. 

“THE FLORIDA CHRISTIAN ADVOCATE." 

The Committee appointed by the Florida Conference to in- 
augurate a Florida Conference religious journal, upon call of 
J. W. Tucker, met in Palatka, Fla., February 2, 188d. Present, 
J. Wofford Tucker, T. W. Moore, and H. E. Partridge. J. W. 
Tucker was elected Chairman, and H. E. Partridge, Secretary. 
J. P. DePass, Editor-elect, was also present. 

After prayer, led by the Chairman, propositions to publish 
the paper were presented from the Southern Sun Publishing 
Company, of Palatka, represented by Mr. Wyllv, and from the 
Sanford Publishing Company, of Sanford, Fla., represented by 
Mr. Blaine. 

After a full and careful consideration of the propositions 
and the facts connected with them, as detailed by the respective 
representatives, the proposition of the Sanford Publishing Com- 
pany was accepted and the Chairman instructed to contract 
with that Company to publish the paper for the term of four 
years. 

J. W. Tucker and T. W. Moore were appointed to prepare a 
prospectus to be issued as soon as possible. * 

It was resolved to recommend to the Conference the ap- 
pointment of a Standing Committee on Publication, to hold 
office for three years from next session.
